“. We of Southern California have 
heard much from the! Los Angeles 
City side of the controversy over 


Owens Valley water, and have 
wanted to hear the side of the 
Owens Valley farmer. The oppor- 
tunity is now here, for Rolland 
Walline, formerly an Upland boy; 
who has been one of the main 
factors in making the valley what 
it is today, writes to The News in 
no uncertain manner. He gives 
in detail the side of the issue as 
seen by the Owens Valley farmer 
and The News is more than glad 
to publish the letter: 


Bishop, California, 
November 28, 1924. 
Mr. W. EB. Westlands 
Upland, California. 


Dear Will—In your editorial in 
The Upland News for Nov. 21st, 
we note your condemnation of the 
Inyo ranchers for their drastic 
action taken with regards to the 
spillway of the Los Angeles aque- 
duct in the Alabama Hills sec- 
tion. You no doubt forgot’ that 
some of the people who first came 
to the Upland and. Ontario sec- 
tion when they were in the pion- 
éer stages have since moved to 
Owens Valley, and with such a 
reprimand on your part it did not 
set well with the Walline family. 
Knowing the Southern California 
section perhaps better than I 
know the’ Owens Valley section, 
I do not see why you should give 
us such severe criticism. The 
only reason seems that you have 
been shown only one side of the 
question. You will please note 
that under separate cover I am 
sending you two Bishop papers, 
which will give a small outline as 
to the steam roller tactics used by 
Los Angeles City officials with re- 
gards to Owens Valley. 

I note your comment on direct 
action ‘to secure the redress of 
fancied wrongs is never justified. 
Also when Inyo ranchers refuse 
to accept legal service of proper- 
ly executed papers they ~ place 
themselves outside the law. That 
is the point which I think the 
Owens Valley people had to show 
the citizens of Los Angeles, so 
that they could see that as a pro- 
cess of law the Owens Valley 
would not ‘be wiped off the face 
of the earth, making -it possible 
for the City of Los Angeles to 
secure this valuable land and 
water at their own price. Can you 
show any just cause why a large 
municipality, with the law on their 

can morally throw a small 
commiinity in constant lawsuits 
and by ‘continued lawsuits wipe 
the smaller community off the 
map? Also, when the large city, 
with its millions back of it, have 
had the use of better than twenty 
years to get the laws as they 
fant them with regards to water 
rights, hom they can make test 
cases of Owens Valley and grant 
that the Owens Valley win their 
suits but are about bankrupt in 
so_doing. Would it not be proper 


for the people to show by force 


that some laws are not just? Fur- 
er, ‘when the City of Los An- 
les do things which are not 


‘legal, they know that they can 


get bf as the people do not have 
the means to bring them up on 
the carpet. How are they right 
when placing themselves outside 
the law? I could give you many 
cases where the city officials do 
things which are not legal but 
still they are able to get by. If 
the people of Los Angeles know 
their officials are not doing what 
ig legally right, do you not think 
by such action as was. taken by 
the Owens Valley ranchers that 
such wrongs will be corrected? It 
is unlawful for a municipality to 
own stock in a private corpora- 
tion, but at.all times the city is 
buying and owning stock in, the 
ditch corporations. Such acts be- 
ing not legal or lawful whatso- 
ever. 

At several’ times prior to the 
first dynamiting of the aqueduct, 
the city used mob forcé and dyna- 
mite to try to put their point over 
and still they say it is wrong 
and a grave crime when we use 


_ the same tactics which they had 
' prior used. 


If such lawlessness 
of the city officials can get by it 


© is a poor rule which will not work

TAKES BIG SLUMP 


OFFER OF aaaee FOR 
GROUND AND BUILD- 
INGS. DROPS 


Latest Offer: by Syndicate Is 
$200,000. R, F. Garner 
Claims That Property Isn’t 
Worth Over $200,000 


The bid of a San Bernardino 
syndicate for the county’s 
property on E. and Court 
streets was yesterday cut from 
$250,000 to $200,000. 

Continuation of a discussion 
as to whether the offer, as ori- 
vinally made last week, should 
ne aceepted by the supervisors 
was halted by the revised of- 
fer of the syndi¢ate. 

R. F. Garner told the super- 
visors that a careful check of 
the property had demonstrat- 
ed that it was not worth more 
than $200,000. The previous 
offer on behalf of the syndi- 
cate was made by Ralph E. 
Swing. 

Repair Cost May Decide 

Aside from an order on a 
motion of Supervisor Cheney, 
that the chairman employ a 
stiuctural engineer to make a 
careful examination of the 
main courthouse building to 
determine just what was the 
damage by earthquake, the su- 
perviscrs took no action. 

The extent of repairs that 
must te. made on the court- 
house building may have a 
bearing on further considera- 
tion olf whether the supervi- 
sors would urge a new plant 
rather than the construction 
of an expensive annex neces- 
sary to secure fireproof  of- 
fices for several departments, 
the records. of. which involve 
the titles to property through- 
out the county, 

No Action at Present~ 

The entire courthouse propo- 
sition will remain dormant un- 
til the examination of the 
building has been made. There 
have been frequent demands 
for the removal of the tower 
us a safety precaution. The 
swinging of this tower during 
the carthquake pulled apart 
tlie walls of. the main structure 
and left long cracks running 
from the basement to the roof 
and through the building east 
and west. 

Herman Harris said that he 
and Mr. Swing and one or 
two others in the syndicate 
had been willing to go ahead 
with the original $250,000 of- 
fer, but that. others who were 
eonnected with the project had 
declared the property could 
not command such a figure. 
\Mr. Garner is one of those 
who contends there would be 
no justification by a private 
investment of $250,000 in the 
property. He owns consider- 
able Court street property and 
is understood to take the, posi- 
tion that personally he has 
no interest in the change of 
location and that he was a 
party to the syndicate as a 
matter of working out a solu- 
jion of the problem from a 
county standpoint. 

Other members of the syndi- 
cate are W. H. Swan, Grover 
Cooley, C. E. LeRoy, Joseph 
Ingersoll 

Mr. Harris told the supervi- 
sors that when the time came 
for the actual sale of the prop- 
erty it was quite possible that 
a larger bid would be forth- 
coming. ‘‘We made our ‘ bid 
simply to start the ball rolling 
and to speed up definite ac- 
tion,’’ the capitalist said. 

It was indicated yesterday 
that in the event anything is 
done. with the syndicate bid 
that any investor or public 
spirited citizen who desires 
will be given-an invitation to 
join the purchase and share in 
the deal pro rata.

In ten hours yesterday ap- 
proximately $750,000 poured 
into Tax Collector John W. 
Batchelor’s office at San Ber- 
nardino, 


The last day rush struck the 
office when the doors were 
opened at 8 a. m., and scores 
of property owners were in 
line at the cashier’s windows 
throughout the day until the 
office closed at 6 p. m. 

While the clerical force re- 
ceived thousands of dollars in 
taxes at the windows, the 
mails brought in its wealth in 
checks and drafts. One check 
alone—from the ‘Southern Pa- 
cific—was for $29,000. This, 
however, does not represent. all 
the taxes paid’ by the railway: 
Checks from corporations, the 
owners of extensive property 
interests, were in the. last 
day’s mail, little of which was 
opened. 

During November the tax 
collections were $1,040,215. In 
15 days of October, the collec- 
tions were $78,000.  Yester- 
day, however, was the biggest 
day, an estimated three-quar- 
ters of a million reaching the 
tax collector’s office. Unpaid 
taxes ‘became delinquent at 
midnight. In the colleetions 
for the first half of the 1924- 
1925 fiseal year were personal 
property taxes, swelling the 
total levy and collections. 


KENDALL NAMED 
BOARD CHAIRMAN 


A. G. Kendall was re-elected 
as chairman of the Board of 
Supervisors yesterday for. his 
third consecutive term of two 
years, when the board organ- 
ized for the coming two years 
following the November elee- 
tion. The membership of the 
board remains the same as dur- 
ing the past two years, mem- 
bers being re-elected in No- 
vember. 

Mr. Kendall has served six 
years on the Board of Super- 
visors, being appointed to fill 
out an unexpired term. For 
four years of his service he 
has been chairman and with 
the action of the board yes- 
terday he will enter upon his 
fifth year as presiding officer. 
Along with election as chair- 
man of the board goes the po- 
sition of ex-officio county pur- 
chasing agent. 

Nineteen Bidders ‘ 

A total of $314,000 in school 
bonds were sold by the super- 








visors yesterday, $250,000 be- 


ing part of a $350,000 issue 
authorized in the Redlands 
school district, and $64,000 in 
the Ontario district. 

Ten bids were received by 
the board for the Redlands 
bonds, the award going to the 
Harris Trust and Savings Bank 
of Chicago, of $7025 for the 
bonds. at par and accrued in- 
terest, The bonds are for five 
per cent. 

For the Ontario bonds, also 
five per cent, there were nine 
bids, the successful bid being 
the combined bid of Hunter, 
Dulin & Company, and Pierce, 
Fair & Company, of $1797.50 
in premium. But for discov- 
ery in time of an error, the 
company would have received 
more in premium for the On- 
tario bond issue of $64,000 
than the Redlands issue of 
$250,000. A stenographic  er- 
ror made the Hunter, Dulin 
The . mis- 
take was discovered in time, 
however, and corrected by the 
bidder. Otherwise the county 
would have been $16,77.50 to 
the good.

The coat and laprobe were 
found late Sunday by C. A. 
Roberts, a young rancher re- 
siding at. Ontario and Chino 
avenues, who placed little sig- 
nificance on his find until he 
read in a newspaper yesterday 
morning of the finding «of 
Winn’s blood-stained car in 
Santa Ana yesterday. 

Roberts notified Chief of 
Police W. O. Hardy of Ontario 
yesterday afternoon and with 
him and Capt. Arthur Axlev 
of the Ontario police force, 
went to the scene of his find. 
There the officers found also 
the license plates, Commercial 
No, $0-240, which have been 
identified as those which were 
on Winn’s car. Investigation 
has developed the fact that 
these plates were replaced by 
some stolen from a Redlands 
motor ear, according to the of- 
ficers. 

Young Roberts also recited 
to the Ontario police that at 
the time he picked up the coat 
he noticed a taxi ‘‘For Mire’’ 
sign lying by the roadside, but 
this was missing yesterday, 
probably having been picked 
up by a passerby. The arti- 
eles were found just north of 
the Santa Fe tracks on Archi- 
bald avenue. There was a 
pair of gloves in the pocket of 
the coat.

school for nurses in connection

Successful competion of the 
course at the San Antonio 
Community Hospital | Nurses 
Training School will entitle 
graduates to take the State 
Board examination, which 
vives them credentials for reg- 
istered nursing duty anywhere. 

Students will receive free 
maintenance during the course 
of their training and a small 
salary as well. Although the 
specific date for the opening of 
the new school has not yet 
been fixed, Mrs. Vermilye is 
already receiving applicants 
for enrollment.

Chief Thomas was at 
the hospital to see another pa- 
tient when Moffett appealed to 
him and asked that officers look 
into his case. Moffett said he 
was a newspaperman and formerly 
first sergeant in the United States 
army, and while en route to South- 
ern California with another man 
the automobile in which they were 
riding was struck by a large auto- 
mobile that displayed no lights. 
He said he knew of no reason 
why he should be detained and ap- 
pealed that the leg-irons be re- 
moved. The Redlands police in- 
terested themselves in the case. 

Following is the letter received 
by A. G. Kendall, chairman of the 
Board of Supervisors, from Mr. 
McDaniel, and which was read to 
the board yesterday: 

No Complaint Made, is Charge 

“Jack Moffett, an  ex-service 
man, was taken to the county hos- 
pital on or about Oct. 9, in an un- 
conscious condition. He was 
shackled and placed in bed, hav- 
ing been shackled while uncon- 
scious, and was forced to wear 
the shackles for a long period of 
time. As far as I can understand 
rthere was neither a warrant for 
his arrest nor a complaint filed 
against him, nor have I been able 
to find any authority for the 
shackling or holding of this man 
in this condition. This matter has 
aroused. considerable interest in 
the case, and I would appreciate 
it if the Board of Supervisors 
would authorize a full investiga- 
tion of the matter. According to 
the reports I hav reeceived the 
treatment accorded Jack Moffett 
was not only barbaric, but savors 
very much of old medieval days.

No doubt you have been reading about 
the dangers of our most modern fuel, 
“gas,” as a heating element,-but there 1s 
one safe and sane way to burn gas and 
that is when it is completely housed in a 
combustion chamber where there is ab- 
solutely no escape of any of the products 
of combustion, except. through a chim- 
ney or a properly constructed flue. 


This is done in our modern and up-to- 


date gas furnaces, installed in the cellar. ~ 


They are so constructed that nothing 
but volumes of pure warmed air go into 
the rooms, warmed only by the heat that 
is radiated through the walls of the com- 
bustion chamber and is absorbed by the 
current of air passing over the radiating 
surface. 

Fumes From Gas 


Tt makes no difference what kind of a 
gas heater you use, just as long as it is 
installed and used in a room occupied 
by humans, it is dangerous. And the 
ones that are the least noticeable as to 
fumes are the most dangerous, as per- 
fect combustion throws off the most dan- 
gerous and poisonous fumes. 


. These fumes, being in the form of car- 
bon dioxide, are odorless and _ tasteless 
and are not detected except by the train- 
ed mind. 


This includes vented heaters as well as 
open flamed ones, unless the vent flue 
up through the house is of sufficient size 
and draft velocity adequate to carry off 
all the products of combustion. 


The vent flues should run above the 
highest part of the roofs, or 5 
likely to be down drafts,. which blow out 
the fire and allow pure gas to escape in- 
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| Danger From Gas Heater Avoided 


to the rooms. This is dangerbus not on- 
ly to life, but may cause explosions and 
fire, 

Ovens on cook stoves are often used 
for heating purposes when there are no 
other conveniences at hand. This prac- 
tice is worse than all the others put to- 
gether, because there is a greater vol- 
ume of carbon monoxide einitting from 
them. 


This gas is heavy when cooled and 
will fall to the floor. If children are 
playing on the floors they are the first to 
complain of headaches and sore throats. 


Proper Method — 


There can be no healthier heat pro- 
duced than by a gas furnace of proper 
construction and properly vented. A 
good gas furnace will not burn except 
when properly vented, as the products of 
combustion must be taken off of the 
fame and out of the combustion cham- 
her just as fast as they are formed, 


Otherwise condensation is produced 
which mixes with the sulphur in the gas, 
thus producing a diluted form. of sul- 
phurie acid. 


This deposits on the inner walls of the 
combustion chamber and rots out the in- 
terior. Jt makes no difference what kind 
of matetial is used or how thick, it will 
rot out in time. 


However, there are furnaces on the 
market which have the combustion 
chamber built of real radiating material, 
black iron, that does not have this evil 
of condensation, and because of this fact, 
they are naturally long lived, economical 
and serviceable.

NUSUAL, indeed, the home 

that does not need a single 

chair, or table or cozy group 

of furniture to complete or 
improve its furnishments. Unusual, 
perhaps, but certainly not lucky, 
for there is always joy in a new 
possession, always pleasure in the 
rearranging of the room to the best 
advantage of both the old and the 
new. Many a room has been trans- 
formed from stiff formality to 
homey livableness by the addition 
and proper placing of a table or a 
chair, And since the gift to the 
house is growing in popularity, it 
behooves us, for a bit, to consider 
what the shops are offering in in- 
cidental pieces of furniture.

Orient. If a table is to serve us at 
tea; hold the lamp by which the 
work or the reading is done; and in 
odd moments be decorative, it must 
be not too much the one thing or 
the other, that it may be at home 
anywhere. 

There may be a corner in the 
home that needs a Windsor chair 
—by the fireplace, maybe—and 
Windsor chairs have a happy fac- 
ulty of fitting into almost any dec- 
orative scheme, They find uses in 
the breakfast or living room; make 
excellent desk chairs; and are quite 
at home in the average bedroom.
